Q_ How dove Reconcile that pafjage in St. James 2, 
24. By Works a Man is Juftified, and not by Faith 
oaly ; with thofe feveral paflages in St, Paul, which 
Mugnify Faith in a feeming Exclufion of Works ; and 
particularly with Rom, 3.2. therefore we confider, that 
a Min is Fuflified by Faith, and not by the Works of the 
Law. 

A, When we read the Scriptures, we fhou'd dili- 
gently attend to the Ditterent accepiations of the 
iame words, and carefully oblerve, whether the 
expreiiions of feemingly repugnant paflages are not 
Varioufly applied by the Sacred Writers. And this 
Necefiary Method difcreetly follow’d will fairly 
Reconcile St. Paul and St. James, and make them 
Greet as Brethren. 

Ir is well obferv'd. that Fuftification has a Double 
Signification in the New Teftamenr. Thar it fome- 
times fignifies no more than our Baptifmal Juftifica- 
tion, which may be Cancel’d afterwards thro’ our 
own defaulc; and fometimes our Final Juftificarion 
at Chrift’s Tribunal, which fhall never be repeai‘d ; 
and as St. Paul frequently takes the word in the 
Pormer Senfe, fo St. Fames Ules it in the Larter. 
And well might St. Pau! fay, thar Faith Juftifies, 
fince the Apoftles requir’d no more of the Perfons, 
they admitted to Baprifm ( which is the Means of 
our Juftification er Remiffion ) than an Affent of 
the mind ro the Golpel-truths. Amd this is evident 


from hence, in that they Baptiz‘d their Profylites,or 
which is all one, put them into a Strate of Sal- 
vation, Immediate to their Converfion, before they 
had the opportunity of exercifing good works. But 
if afterwards they proceeded not in the ways of 
Holinefs, they Difanul'd their Baptifm, and confe- 
quently their Juftification too. And therefore with- 
our Contradiction to St. Paul may St. Famer fay, 
that by Works « Man is Fuftified, Finally J uttified, 
Finally Sav'd. 

Faith alfo has a double acceprance in the Scrip- 
tures, and in fome places it fignifies a Dead, Fruit- 
le(s Faith, a Faith of Devils ( for They Believe and 
Tremble ) fo in others it imports an Adtive, Lively 
Faith, a Faith Productive of Good Works. And 
that Sr. Paul ules the word in the | atrer Senfe, we 
may colleét from hence, in that fomewhere inftead 
of Faith he utes this Synonimous Expreflion, the 
Obedience of Faith, 

Again, St. Paul fometimes ules che word Works in 
a Different Acceptation trom St. Fames, The one 
means the works of the Ceremonial ; the other 
thofe of the Moral Law. The one intends the 
works of the Levirical , the other thofe of the Chri- 
ftian Infticution, The one defigns the Tithing of 
Mint, Annifeed and Cummin, and {uch like; the 
other the weightier matters ef the Law, Judgment, 
Mercy, and the like. 

Q. Woat is the A794 7 mention’d Gen. 2. 12. 
and the TV. mention'd Genefis 30. 14. 

A. As vo che former we think Bochart's Opinion 

referable to others, who fancies, that it fignifies 
bearl, and the Probability of this will — upon 
a comparifon of Exod. 16.14. with Numbd,'11. 7. 

As to the Latter, Fobus L udolphus will not allow, 
that it fignifies Mandrakes +: for (fays he ) neither 
are the Flowers of a Mandrake bow to the {mell, 
nor it’s Fruit agreable to the raft. He therefore con- 
cludes it to be the Syrian Mauz, a delicious fort of 
Fruit, in thape not unlike a Cucumber.
